‘The Nazis have been “pi 
aggerated claims of British shipping: sunk, with 
apparently. the dual purpose of justitying Herr 
Hitler's threats that Britain ‘was to be starved 
Into surrender and exerting pressure in thelr 
Jdiplomatie offensive in the Balkans. So long as 
they can make it appear to the smaller nations 
Jot Europe that Britain is bound to lose, they 
fean discourage any ideas of resistance to their 
‘will, By doubling or trebling the actual losses 
they have managed to infict, they create a 
gloomy picture of Britain’s future. When this is 
relnforeed by statements by leading Nazis that 
[Britain has already lost the war, and is only 
jcarrying on because she does not know it, then 











There can be no dispute that the 
campaign against shipping has erested a serious 
problem for Britain, whose shipping fs called 
Upon to fulM a multitude of duties besides 
bringing supplies to the British Isles, But it 
should not be forgotten that the Prime Minister, 
Me. Winston Churchill, has proclaimed his con? 
fidence that the navy ‘will be able to overcome 
the menace and added that, since he had never 
hesitated to tell the British people bad news, he 
|e entitled to be belleved. when he tells. them 
good news, ‘Thus it can be taken for granted 
hat the navy have one or two things up their 
sleeves for the Nazi U-boats—things which will 
cause disagreeable surprise in Kiel and 
‘Withelmshaven and grief to a good many Ger- 
rman families. Though the losses of which the 
[Nazis boast are serious, they are not nearly 20 
grave as Dr. Goebbels would have the world be- 
fieve, Considering that Hitler has declared an 
ait out” war against British shipping, the losses 
might have been expected 10 be much worse. As 
it fs the Nazis biggest bag since the submarine 
[Blitzkrieg was announced 1s considerably: short 
Jot the losses admitted by the British Govern- 
ment for the week June 16 to 23, last. year, 
Which wero over 205,000 tons, They dre also less 
than the week October 13 to 20 last year, when 
the losses totalled nearly 200,000 tons. Wiien the 
fMgures are examined it is noticeable that 
ja week ‘of heavy losses is almost invarlably 
followed by a lull, For example the week June 
123 to 30 last year resulted in only 60.000 tons 
being iost, And the week Oclober 20 to 27 re- 
sulted In only just over 20000 tons being lost, 
Tt seems that whenever the Nazis begin to look 
most dangerous, something happens to reduce 
them to comparative. impotence, ‘There are a 
variety of reasons which can be put forward 
for this. There ls the weather, for one, Sub- 
marines find tt just as diMcult as any’ other 
raft to operate successfully in bad  weath 

[There is olso the fact that submarine command. 
Jers vary. in skill, A daring and skilful com- 
mander can do a lot of damage ‘where a more 
feautious man ean do very little, Tt is also ob- 
vious that Intensineation of submarine warfare 
brings intensifcation of anti-submarine opera- 
tions, with consequent increases in. the losses 
Jot U-boats, ta the meantime, while it would be 
‘unwise to be optimistic about the present situa 
tion, there is no reason for pessimism Last June, 
when German successes against shipping reached 
thelr peak, the “convoys had only submarines to

Ince, most of the destroyers. which ware 
‘uscd. in convoy had been called to assist 
in the operations. slong the Channel coast and 
In the evacuation of ‘the BEF. from Dunkirk, 
JAt this time the convoys have submarines, sur- 
face raiders and bombers to fear.

Year of Decisions 

‘This year, 1941, is likely to be one of moment. 
‘ous decisions. It'is improbable that there. will 
be any decision of the struggle between Great 
Britain and Germany, in spite of Nazi pro- 
Phecies that the war will be ended in thelr 
favour before next winter. But the nations of 
Europe will be called upon to make up their 
‘minds which side of the fence upon which they 
prefer to jump down. Neutrality has ceased to 
hhave the same significance as it had in former 
‘wars, In this struggle a country can apparently 
claim to be neutral while at the same time 
‘assisting whichever of the contending parties 
it prefers, The distinetions of international law 
have beon wiped out. It is Important that there 
should be no muddled thinking on this ques- 
tion. There is no such thinking so far as the 
Nazis are concerned. In thelr view a country Is 
clther on their side or it is opposed to thelr 
“new order.” It is therefore interesting to note 
which of the many countries which made up 
the Europe of yesterday have declared thelr 
stands. Norway ‘has joined Britain. Sweden is 
making a futile attempt to balance on a tight 
rope, but is virtually sucked Into the whirlpool 
of the new Nazi economy. Finland, shorn of 
much valuable territory, ‘remains outside the 
‘Axls orbit but is definitely. within the zone 
fof influence controlled by Soviet Russia, 
Lithuania, Esthonia, and Latvia have become 
part of the Soviet’ Union. Poland exists only 
im the indomitable spirit of its exiled people. 
Holland, Belgium and Free France are fighting 
‘on against their temporary conquerors. Hungary, 
Rumania, Denmark ond Bulgaria have beet 
swallowed up by the Nazis, Slovakia is little 
more than a theory. Czechland is a Nazi pro 
teetorate, though free Czechs are fighting. for 
the restoration of thelr nation. A great part of 
France fs occupled by the Germans, while the 
remainder of it hae agreed to “co-operation” 
with the Nazis—which means nothing more 
than taking orders from Herr Hitler, Yugosla- 
via has started upon what .Reuter’s Diplomatic 
Correspondent describes asthe “slippery path” 
‘of concessions to the Nazis. The country's posl- 
tion is, to say the least, extremely precarious, 
‘The greater part of the European nations seem 
to have decided, either willingly or under 
Powerful* pressure, to cast in thelr lot with the 








| Nazis, Greece and Turkey have decided the 


other way; they will resist aggression and 
stand up for freedom and independence. There 
remain few countries which have yet to make 
up their minds. There is Portugal, which is the 
ally of Britain and may be presumed still to 
favour the cause of the democracies, Spain Is 
preoccupied with the business of keeping 
Spaniards alive, after the terrible drain upon 
hher resources after the long civil war. But 
Spain may shortly also be called upon to 
decide which side in this great conflet she will 
support, whether she wishes to support any 
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Mr. John G. Winant 


Mr Churchill's words about the American 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James, Mr. 
‘John Gilbert Winant, are worth remembering. 
Mr, Churchill said that Mr. Winant’s presence 
“gives us the feeling. that all of President 
Roosevelt's men give me, that they would be 
shot stone dead rather than see this cause let 
down.” From the depths of his experience as 
the former director of the International Labour 
‘OMiee, Mr. Winant, in reply, was able to warn 
that the future of labour,’ industry and de- 
mocracy depends upon the defeat of Nazism 
throughout Europe “for all generations to 
come." Mr. Winant, on his arrival in Britain, 
made an immediately favourable impression: 
In appearance he is a tall, dark man, with 
heavy eye-brows—not unlike a shaven Abraham 
Lincoln. In politics he is a Republican and is 
another illustration of President Roosevelt's 
determination not to allow party polities to stop 
hhim from making use of the best men available, 
A graduate of Princoton University, he entered 
politics after a short interval during which he 
‘was a teacher of history, Then the World War 
intervened, and he joined the American alr 
force, serving with. some distinction in France 
and ‘earning the warm admiration of members 
of the RAP. with whom he eame into contact, 
‘On his return from the front, he again entered 
polities and became in 1921 “the Governor of" 
New Hampshire, In this post he showed con- 
splcvous abilities, and in 1081 was elected 
governor of the state for a second timo, breal

Report on China 


Washington, Mar. 26. 

‘The first reports. claiming some in 
side knowledge of Mr. Lauchlls 
Currio's report to President Rocsevelt 
‘on Free China have appeared in the 
press. 

‘Mr. Currie, known here as one of 
President Roosevelt's assistants “with 
‘passion for anonymity" to which 
might also be added silence, is de- 
seribed as no military expert but as 
‘good reporter, and Is sald to have 
drought back a remarkable list of 
Chinese requirements for a Chinese 
counter-offensive against Japan, a. 
Tist whieh, in tho nature of modern 
warfare, "is" called “magniflesntly 
bbriet.” 

‘China is sald to want tess than 20 
Flying Fortresses, bout 200. up-to~ 
date ‘fighters, a quantity of aviation 
yas, steel alloys and other raw ma- 
terials, and a certain amount of ar~ 
tillery’ and ammunition, which ore 
vogarded as suMeient "to knock spots 
off the Japanese.” 

Boldness Urged 

Mr, Currie is sald to have come! 
‘back converted to boldness in Amer! 
een ee eet ciplewaty, ie 
reported to have dismissed the Kuo- 
mintang-Communist difference as, in 
the first place, cured, and in the 
second a sign of Chinese solf-coniid- 
fenee “and belief in ultimate vietory, 
while he is also convinced that the 
Japanese cannot close the Burma 
Road.

New Burma Road Orders 
Published in Press 


Chungking, Mar. 25. 

‘Transportation over the | Burma 
Road will be placed henceforth under 
the control of the South-West Trans- 
portation Bureau, the Chinese official 
"Central Dally News” announced this 
‘morning. 

‘New regulations approved by the 
National" Military Counell provide 
that henceforth all Government and 
private motor vehicles carrying goods 
Sut of China over the Burma Road 
Must be placed under the control of 
the South-West ‘Transportation Bur- 
cau. 

‘The new regulations will first be 
enforced along the western section of 
the Yunnan-Burma highway. ‘Those. 
earriers who own thelr own trucks 
‘must apply for transit permits from 
the South-West ‘Transportation Bur- 
‘cau, according to the new regulations. 
‘Those who do not possess their own 
trucks must load thelr goods in trucks 
whieh carry goods into China. from 
Burma ‘but which return along the 
Burma Road unloaded. 

Failure to comply with these re- 
gulations will render the goods and 
{fucks concerned liable to confiscation 
by the Government —Reuter. 





50,000 Piculs of Rice 
Arrive in Chungking 


Chungking, Mar. 24. 

Fifty thousand piculs of Hunan rice 
arrived in Szechuen today to supple- 
ment Chungking’s food supply. ‘The 
arrival represents the first instalment 
in the order for 200,000 piculs of 
tiee placed by the National Food 
‘Administration with the Hunan 
authorities. 

‘The stocie will be held as a reserve 
‘against a possible shortage during the 
fortheoming bombing season in the 
event that communications are in- 
terrupted. 

Besides the rice produced on local 
farms, Chungking receives a monthly 
supply of 242,869 piculs trom 18 
Ihslens in Szechuan province accord- 
Jing to the quota set up by the Food 
Administration, With civilian rice 
‘consumption averaging 100,000 piculs 
‘a month, the city has a monthly sur- 
plus of 150,000 piculs. 

‘The transportation of Hunan rice to 
Chungking has been dificult, parti- 
cularly after the fall of ‘Ichang, 
Which cut off the Yangtze route. ‘The

With British forces speeding northwards in. 
Greece to the Yugoslav and Bulgarian 
borders, with the departure of Yugoslav 
statesmen for Vienna to sign the adherence 
of thelr country to the Tri-partite Pact, sub- 
fect. to modifications, and with the Ttalians 
digging themselves in in Albania, the eve of 
important events has arrived in the Balkans. 
Within a comparatively short time Germany 
may now be expected to move to the as- 
sistance of the sorely defeated Ttallans and 
severe fighting is to be expected. It is not 
to be believed that the Italians will put up 
a better showing with German help than they 
have dona, without, for their heart is not in 
this war, and they have had more than a 
bellyful of defeat. Why is It that they have 
made so poor a showing in the Western 
Desert, in’ north-east Africa and Albania? 
Professional. military ‘opinion is that the 
fault does not lie with the Italian soldier, but 
with the Taian plan—Mussolini's own origin= 
al plan, something in the conception of which 
the Itallan professional soldier had no part. 
It fs claimed that it was Mussolin\’s decision 
to leave so strong a force in the outpost 
of Bardia, and, if that is indeed the case, 
his attempt to ‘ling to his prestige, already 
sadly blown upon in the Balkans, cost more 
than 30,000 Ttalians their iberty’ and many 
more thelr lives, without saving Mussolinis 
face. 

Tf the plan was bad, so also is Ttaly’s cause. 
Jn the last war it was a thoroughly good one, 
fighting for unredeemed Italy,—still the old 
Garibaldian cause. Now she, led by the over- 
weening ambitions of a thoroughly unsoru- 
pulous man, is fighting for loot, for domin- 
‘ance over others, which she will hever obtain, 
for if Germany ever proved successful in this 
‘war Italy would be just as much under Reich 
domination, as any of the defeated countries. 
‘Mussolini has invited Garibaldl's curse upon 
his country: by foreing them into this war, 
the curse which he laid upon any Ttalian 
who should ‘Aight against Britain, “He has 
Glsregarded the adviee of an Italian proverb 
“Guerra con tutto il mondo; ma pace con 
Inghilterra.” He has ted his people into such 
‘a mudale that even if the Axis were to prove 
vietorfous Ttaly would still eat the bitter 
frulls of defeat. "That is, of course, unless 
Hitler did the miraculous’ and actually hon= 
‘ured the promises implied in the Axis Pact. 
But that it is known he will not do. ‘There 
can at no time be any question of a German~ 
Htalian hegemony over Europe and the whole 
world, for all that Hitler has in mind is the 
supremacy alone of his own nation. 

‘Mussolini has at times bombastically dectar~ 
ced that it is his intention to recreate the 
Roman Empire. What he has been in. fact 
doing,—and doing it very badly—is to assist 
5n the restoration of the Holy Roman Empire 
under German domination, which would be 
helther holy, nor ‘Roman,’ nor imperial. Tt 
{s the Wallan lack of any moral basis. for 
Joining in this war, together with the military 
amateurism of Mussolini himself, which are 
‘mainly responsible for the present plight of| 
the Tatian armies. ‘There is nothing to in~ 
spire them to fight with that ardour which 
‘one comes from the knowledge of the 
righteousness of a cause and thelr leadership 
is'bad. Te might be argued that the first 
consideration should apply equally to the 
German soldier. Tt does not. Hitler in seven 
yenrs did to Germany what Mussolini in 
‘eighteen years completely failed to do to the 
Italians. ‘Mussolini could not prevent the 
Italians trom thinking for themselves, and 
being more intelligent than the Germans, so 
easily gulled by the Nazis, they realize their 
‘own dissatisfaction witha war which has 
been at no time to thelr king. 

‘Even the Fascist trumpeter Ansaldo is dis 
(urbed: because the Tlallan armies are not 
‘fighting up fo his expectation. But he and his 
leader Mussolini together with many of their 
supporters made a. grievous miscalculation. 
‘They believed that armies whose heart was 
not in the cause for which they were sup- 
posed to be fighting would be the equals of 
those who found their quarrel just. Th 
and Mussolini's proven ignorance of the ele- 
mentary principles of conducting war are 
responsible for Ttaly’s present plight, Hitler 
can confidently be expected to go to his ally’s 
ald, and attempt to wrest victories which may 
help to some extent to retrieve Mussolini's 
falling fortunes. Tn doing so he will clash 
with the British who are quite anxious for 
a return engagement. 
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RAID ON BERLIN 
March 26. 

It is striking testimony to the growing 
strength of the R.A. that, even while paying 
attention to first things first, it has been able. 
to indulge in another raid upon German cities 
including a visit to Berlin where a substan- 
tial amount of damage appears to have been | 
done. In this connection the manner in which 
the German radio commentator reporting the 
raid contradicted hiniselt ts interesting. He. 
started off with the usual Nazi lie that the. 
British bombers only reached the outskirts of 
the German capital, but later admitted that 
incendiary bombs had been dropped in the 
diplomatic quarter. That, of course, as is 
well known, is in the very heart of the city, 
near the Wilhelmstrasse Where most of the 
German government departments are housed. 
It Is interesting and gratifying to note that 
the Whitehall of Berlin, just as much a 
military objective as the ‘same district in 
‘London, has been receiving the attention of 
the R.AF,, and while it may be some time’ 
before the extent of the damage done is 
ascertained it may be taken as quite sure 
‘that British bombs are just as destructive as 
‘those of German manufacture. 

British official quarters described the raid 
‘on Berlin as substantial, but not particularly 
heavy. That was because, following the 
accepted British policy, Berlin was not the 
‘only objective dealt with that night. Nightly, 
whenever flying is possible, there are dozens 
of targets for British bombers to attack 
stretching all along the coastline from Narvik | 
to the Pyrenees, the huge industrial centres 
in northwest Germany and other manu- 
facturing districts, few of which are now 
Out of the reach ‘of the British aeroplanes, 
As the RAP. becomes stronger, as it will 
during the next few months, ‘raids over 
Germany may be expected with ever in- 

sing frequency and in growing strength. 
‘Already they are having a good effect. Thets 
Suecess has obliged the Germans to evacuate 
many of their workers to fresh industrial 
areas, eben into occupied France, has’ 
seriously damaged many essential plants 
specially in the Rhine district, wreaked 
Severe damage upon Cologne and many ot 
Gils of atategical importance, and ones 
ally contributed towards dispelling any linger- 
ing belief in Goering’s boast that the air of 
Germany would remain inviolate from British 
tacks, 

this is being done despite the fact th 

Blan fers have to go areater isanees to 
reach their objectives than have the Germans. 
‘Whereas the latter can inmost cases reach 
thelr destinations in the matter of a few 
minutes, British raiders have to fly hours 
instead.’ Nevertheless this is being done with 
what appears to be a minimum of German 
interference, despite the fact that British 
bombers for a large part of their fights have 
to proceed unaccompanied by defending. 
fighters, during which they should be parti-. 
cular vulnerable to German attacks if such 
gre made. The slight casualties attendant 
‘upon these raids indicate that the Germans 
are not too anxious to engage the British in 
the air over Germany, chiefly because even 
the bombers can be reckoned upon as being 
able to give an excellent account of them= 
selves. 

Lord Beaverbrook, when he stated that 
Great Britain now possessed more fighters 
‘and bombers than at any time in her history, 
has enabled aerial experts to form a shrewd 
Idea of the present strength of the British air’ 
force. It is known that Great Britain at the. 
‘end of the last war possessed no fewer than 
20,000 machines. ‘That figure has now been. 
‘exceeded, but Britain has to station her air- 
leraft in so many different parts of the world, 
that the strength based upon the British Isles 
is not to be assessed by any comparison of 
the British figure of more than 20,000 with 
the alleged German total of 35,000. British 
inferiority over Europe is consequently much 
greater than those figures would suggest, and 
At will still ‘be some months before, Yoeal 
equality and ultimately superiority will be 
sbiained. "in the mesntime the RAS” mane 
ages to put in some very good work, and 
Sunday's ralds are but a foretaste of what 
Great Britain will be able to hand out to 
the Germans when British and American 
efforts will have produced undoubted superi- 
‘ority in the air, 














END OF YUGOSLAVIA 
March 27. 


While the Axis Powers are making a great 
to do about the adhesion of Yugoslavia to 
the Tripartite Pact the “Nichi Nichi” very 
naively deseribes it as “a diplomatic victory 
for the Axis Powers which will deal a serious’ 
blow fo the Anglo-American camp, and 
accelerate compiete German mastery over the| 
Balkans." ‘That is precisely the case, for] 
‘the Yugoslav Government, having sold its 
country cut in the manner it has, has taken 
a step which must inevitably lead to it 
becoming just as much under German domin- 
fanee 2s Rumania and Bulgaria, neither of! 
‘which, despite a facade of independence, now 
thas a’ soul to call its own. ‘The safeguards| 
which the Yugoslav statesmen think they 
‘obtain, by the omission of the usual military’ 
undertakings in the modified Pact which they 
fhave signed, are purely imaginary. By per~ 





‘mitting the passage of German war material 
and hospital trains through the country they 


hhave opened the way for German penetration, 
Hitler's men will control the railways. Ger- 
‘mans will be Stationed at all essential points, 
and even if the German occupation under 
this present scheme is no more than their 
‘cccupation of Italy, it is nevertheless fraught 
‘with considerable dangers to the Yugoslavs. 

‘The step which the Yugoslav Government 
has faken is thoroughly unpopular through- 
‘out the country, especially with the Serbs 
and the Croats. ‘It is not dificult to see that 
irreconeilables, who prefer their country's 
honour to dishonour, will scek to obstruct, 
the Germans, and sabotage may be con- 
dently expected. The Germans appear to 
have recognized this by demanding amongst 
their other terms that the Yugoslav Govern- 
ment shall repress hostile elements. Should 
the Government be unable to do that an 
excellent excuse will be given Hitler for 
denouncing this latest agreement, and, rein- 
forcing the troops which will in any’ event 
be in Yugoslavia looking after the transit of 
war materials, seize the country with just 
as much ease ‘as they have other countries 
‘The danger to Yugoslavia is indeed a grave 
‘one, and it may be regarded as inevitable that 
German occupation of that country is now 
only a matter of time. 

‘While there should be no denying of the 
fact that, by securing the adhesion of Yugo- 
slavia to the Tripartite Pact, Germany has 
Indeed secured a diplomatic’ success, there 
should be no tendency to over-emphasize its 
importance. Despite the fact that such a 
step is unpopular in the country, there was 
‘every reason to believe the Yugoslav leaders 
would succeed in betraying their people as 
they have. The trip fo Vienna was con- 
Adently expected by Britain and her Allies 
and @iscounted in advance. 
Indeed Britain was swift to make the necess- 
ary dispositions to deal with the new situa- 
tion which would then be created, and the 
very fact that she has done so is ample proot 
of the absence of any clement of surprise in 
what the Yugoslav Government has now done. 
Whatever British forees are now in Greece 
it may be taken for granted that as the 
situation in northern and north-eastern, 
Africa is cleared up, further reinforcements, 
will become available, and that very con 
siderable additional assistance will be sent 
to the Greeks, not only in men but also in 
material, 

It is expected that Germany will now seek 
to bring pressure to bear upon Turkey to 
follow the Yugoslav example. Ankara’s| 
hands have been greatly strengthened by the 
Sovict assurance that it would remain strictly 
neutral should ‘Turkey become involved in 
war, and the importance of the Turkish 
Government's announcement of its determina~ 
tion to defend its interests wherever menaced) 
is thereby considerably enhanced. With her 
year thus protected by the Soviet's action 
‘Turkey is relieved of any anxiety on that 
score, end is as 9 result better enabled to| 
meet’ any menace which Hitler may 
endeavour to offer her. Turkey can and will 
prevent Germany from reaching and dominat- 
{ing the Dardanelles, can and will defend 
hher interests wherever they are threatened, 
and Hitler will fing her a much more difeult 
country to deal with than any of those he 
hhas succeeded in tricking into subjection in 
the Balkans. Placed in its proper perspec 
tive the success with regard to Yugoslavia 
may be regarded as a foregone conclusion, 
‘and about the last of such feats which Ger- 
many is able to perform. 














INCREASING TEMPO 
March 27. 


Reports “from New York confirm the 
general impression that the tempo of the war 
is increasing. That of course has nothing. 
whatever to do with Mr. Matsuoka’s visit to 
the Axis capitals, but ‘coincides with the 
coming of spring and better fighting condi- 
tlons all round. Nevertheless it is just as) 
well that Berlin was touched up on Sunday 
night by the RAF. if only in order 
to give the Japanese Foreign Minister an 
opportunity of seeing that Britain can and is) 
striking back. Possibly his hosts will be 
most careful not to give him much idea of 
the damage to the 270 German cities and| 
towns which had been bombed up to the end 
of January last, though, if he asks to be! 
allowed to see for himself, and his hosts re- 
fuse, he will certainly be able to draw his| 
‘own’ conclusions. For instance a tour of the 
Ruhr district, or a visit o Hamburg might 
give him considerable assistance in en- 
deavouring to form some idea of the manner! 
in which Britain has been carrying on the) 
struggle, and the enormous potentialities 
which now are to be found in Anglo- 
American cooperation. 

It is expected that the opening of a major 
war front along the Yugoslav border is now 
only a matter of a few days, and increased 
intensity of effort may be expected there and 
indeed in the Mediterranean. Here it is} 
apparent that the Germans are attempting to 
secure dominance by use of the Stuka dive 
bomber, but they have not yet succeeded in| 
doing anything of note, and have certainly’ 
not interfered with the activities of the Royal 
Navy which of late has been active in the 
middle Mediterranean in the narrow waters 
of which there is the greatest danger, and 
has been able to convoy ships without any 








material damage. The creation of air bases 
in Libya will afford the British air 
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‘a better opportunity to deal with the enemy 
bases in Sicily, while both Italy and Ger- 
‘many have a very long way to go before they 
can in any way increase their influence in 
the eastern Mediterranean. Here British 
troop movements, carried out without loss, 
clearly demonstrate that the enemy 

yet achieved anything remarkable, 
Britain still retains control of that waterway. 

‘The British having now regained full con- 
trol of British Somaliland the Empire re- 
mains intact save for the Channel Islands 
whase Uberation will follow the Allied 
vielury. On the other hand the Italian Em~ 
pire, a very ephemeral creation at the most, 
is in fact drawing to its end, ‘The Italian 
troops, sent to Africa on one of the wildest 
adventures it is possible to conceive, without 
adequate ‘lines of communication with the 
home country, have been roundly defeated, 
‘and all that remains to be done is for the 
British to round up the remnants, which 
‘owing to Italian resistance in Eritrea and 
Abysinnia may take some time. ‘Their end, 
however, is, humanly speaking, inevitable, 
‘nd when it has been achieved substantial 
numbers of well trained, hardy British and 
Dominion troops will become available for 
service on other fronts. But as the weeks 
Pass speed becomes increasingly imperative, 
‘The respite which Hitler gave Great Britain 
when he hesitated about attacking her after 
the collapse of France, has been turned to 
good use, New armies have been built up 
and equipped. ‘The lessons of the campaign 
in the Low Country have been thoroughly 
learned. ‘They have been worked out in the 
Western Desert to the great discomfture of 
the enemy, and the time is approaching when 
the Germans will be made to realize that 
the British are after all somewhat quick at 
Tearing things. 

At the same time the German all-out 
blockade of Great Britain must give ground 
for some anxiety, though it may be confident- 
ly asserted that, as in the last war, it will 
ultimately be brought under control. “The 
task will be difficult because of the greatly 
‘extended coastline which Germany now con~ 
trols, but that British ingenuity, which has 
demonstrated its fine qualities in this war 
80 many times already, will rise to th 
occasion. ‘The elimination of the French fle 
undoubtedly created new problems for 
Britain to solve. With the enormous assis= 
tance which the United States are already 
giving, ‘and the greatly increased aid in 
materials which can be expected as the 
months pass, there is reason to believe that 

















pace. Once she does that the fate of Ger- 
many is sealed. Hence Hitler's hurry to force 
matters. Time is operating definitely against 
him. A quick victory is imperative for him, 
and, if he does not get it, he is lost.

ADOLF THE HOST 

March 28, 
Domel, the Japanese news, agency often 
covers aspects of the news which are some 
times delightfully naive, and yesterday it 
came through with the ‘following:—"Chan= 
collor Adolf Hitler, who returned from 
Vienna this morning, personally inspected 
the apartments in the Bellevue Palace, in 
which Foreign .Minister Matsuoka will stay 
during his sojourn in Berlin.” Could 
a prottier ploture of der Fithrer’s domesticity 
be imagined? ‘There was the head of a great 
state, just back from another diplomatic 
success, “with blushing honours thick upon 
him’ “and preparing to ensnare another 
nation further into the Nazi toils, taking the 
nocessary steps to sco that his guest and 
possibly next victim should be made per- 
fectly comfortable. ‘The whole episode can 
easily be conceived. Adolf, with profound 
technical knowledge, undoubtedly wished to 
make sure that the painting in the palace 
was ina good state. Who knows he might 
have resorted {0 the old familiar whitewash 
‘brush had there been anything amiss. Un= 
fortunately that doos not appear to have 
been the ease, for if it had, a far more 
picturesque story would have become avail 
able. ‘Then having ascertained that the 
polished floors were not too slippery, for 
there must surely be no accidents during Mr. 
Matsuoka’s stay in Berlin, Hitler must have 
turned his attention to the drains. Nothing 
ereates a more unfavourable impression on 
a guest than for the drains to stink. The 
Nazis and all their works may be nothing 
but a most unpleasant odour, but a voei~ 
ferous drainage system at ‘the Bellevue 
Palace would doubtless spoil the effect which 
so charmingly named a dwelling is hoped 

to have upon its temporary occupant. 
Doubtess Hitler {urned the bedelothes back 
to make sure that the sheets had been pro- 
perly aired, and possibly made sure that a 
warming pan was availablé, for nights are 
still cold at this time of the year in Berlin. 
Probably the plumbing was looked to as well, 
History does not say whether the versatile 
‘Adolf ever graduated in that art as well, 
but, usually “housepainters are handy men 
with water taps and the like, so that, if he 
gave them the “onee over,” it is more than 
likely they will stand up to the strain of 
Mr. “Matsuoka’s short stay. Of course it 
may be readily assumed that it will be duly 
impressed upon the visitor that der Fihrer 
took personal pains to’ ensure the comfort 
of his quest. It will be told him with bated 
breath, as a sign of the courteous considera~ 
tion of the great one, of his tender thought 
for those whom he dare not offend. Mr. 
Matsuoka will most likely be greatly im. 























pressed. 
But there is something unsatisfactory 
about the story. It. does not appear 


that Hitler has done all he should. For 


example. Goering does not appear to have 
‘been paying any especial attention to the 
‘maintenance of the inviolability of the sky 
‘over Berlin. Nor docs the message indicate 
whether Dr. Goebbels has taken every care 
to see ‘that Mr. Matsuoka will be supplied 
with the daily’ papers. What would have 
been decidedly more impressive would have 
bon for each one of the Nazi leaders to have 
bbeen assigned some particular job in caring 
[for the comfort of the distinguished -visitor. 
‘The picture of Goering in all his spendour 
polishing up the handle on the big front 
door would in itself be most attractive, 
though of course Gilbertian tradition would 
give that job to Admiral Raeder. It is not 
by any means certain that he attained his 
high naval position through the same assi- 
duous polishing which elevated the captain 
of HMS, Pinafore to his, but if he ever had 
any experience with metal polish surely he 
‘would be the man for the job. - 

Be that as it may, Hitler has personally 
inspected the apartments at Bellevue Palace. 
It is a great thought that the leader of the 
Nazis should make the rouhds like any 
hospitable housewife. Nevertheless it con- 
trasts strongly with the receptions that have 
been accorded the representatives of other 
nations invited to go to Germany. They, } 
summoned to Berlin to hear the temporary 
fates of their countries, were hectored, bullied 
‘and then driven desperate with threats. But 
now the shoe is on an entirely different foot. 
Hitler wants something from Japan, and he 
cannot merely demand it. He has got to 
wheedle the Japanese statesman to the top 
of his bent and that is what he is actually 
doing. This picture of the “Great Dictator” 
standing cap in hand requesting favours 
from Japan must create much cynical amuse 
ment to all who have watched Hitler's 
manceuvers with regard to other nations, 
and this latest sycophantic action of his is 
indicative of the need he feels of impressing 
his guest with the great affection he holds 
temporarily for the country Mr, Matsuoka re- 
presents. Adolf secks to create the idea that 
Ihe is the perfect host, a gentleman in fact, 
but it simply will not work, and if Mr. 
Matsuoka does not see through it all he 
will not be showing the acumen which he 
has displayed throughout his distinguished 
career. 





A SEVERE BLOW

‘When history comes to deal with the 
happenings of the last few days in Yugoslavia 
its verdict will probably be.that in the short 
space of a few hours that country found a 
king and regained its soul. At the same time 
it has delivered a shattering reverse to Ger- 
man diplomacy at a moment when Hitler 
and his myrmidons were congratulating 
themselves upon their latest success, and 
Hitler, instead of being able to present Mi 
Matsuoka with a complete picture of brillia 
German achievements in the Balkans, now has 
‘a sorry spectacle to show. Nothing could 
have been psychologically more telling than 
the sudden coup of King Peter which has 
changed overnight a diplomatic reverse for 
the Democracies into an astounding victory, 
and the general effect upon the future con- 
duet of the war may indeed be considerable. 
‘The formation of a new Cabinet, excluding 
those men who had betrayed the nation to 
Germany and signed away its honour, is 
sufficient proof that Hitler will not be allowed 
fo have his way in Yugoslavia as he has in 
other countries without the courage to stand 
up to him. 

‘There Is evidence available to show that 
the boy King has all clong been waiting his 
time, ‘The letter written to an intimate friend 
in Britain four weeks ago clearly indicates 
that to be the case, and when the infamous 
Pact was signed at Vienna, and the Yugoslavs 
rose as one man in protest against such an 
iniquity, King Peter’s time had come. ‘The 
swiftness with which he struck indicates that 
he must have been making preparations be- 
forehand, and the promptness with which 
the Army and Navy, and indeed the whole 
people rallied to his standard shows how 
greatly the understanding with the Tripartite 
Powers was disliked. It is to be expected 
that the German demands for the passage 
of war material and hospital trains across 
Yugoslavia will now be refused, and that 
the document signed at Vienna will be 
denounced. ‘The next move is now up to 
Hitler. Probably the report that Berlin has 
already askéd the new Yugoslav Government 
for a statement of its intentions has more 
than a little truth in it. Hitler now finds 
himself faced by a strong, reliant, little 
nation which scorns his blandishments and 
ignores his threats. 

‘Should he decide to invade the country 
he will find himself faced by a nation of 
traditionally hard fighters, who will make his 
forées pay dearly for every foot they pro- 
gress. With British and American aid, which 
con be sent to her, despite all that Italy and 
Germany have been attempting to do in the 
Mediterranean, Yugoslavia should not only 
be able to defend her own borders, but give 
assistance in liquidating the Islians in 
Albania, Should Hitler force Yugoslavia into 
war the position of the Ttaligns in the 
Ralkons, bad enough in all conscience as it 
is, would rapidly become worse. Hitler may 
‘still decide to attempt to invade Greece from 








choice in the matter. He has elther to fight, 
‘and defeat them before the route he so greatly, 
desires is open to him or return to his old 
Bulgarian idea, and to some extent it may’ 
be doubted whether he is willing at the 
moment to add to the number of his enemies 
at a time when he thought he was reducing 
It, 

"The repercussions which this signal German 
reverse will create in south-east Europe may. 
indeed be far-reaching. In the light of what 
hhas occurred the mutual assurances given 
by Turkey and Russia guarantecing the for- 
mer’s rear in the event of that nation having 
to go to war, and the Turkish declaration of 
determination to defend her interests when- 
ever they are menaced, have an added signi 
ficance. Hitler has‘ failed to provide Mr. 
Matsuoka with the accomplished fact. of a 
Europe united under his dominance. "His 
chief talking point has now disappeared, and, 
if it Js found that Mr, Matsuoka turns out 
to be rather more cautious than his specches 
suggested he was likely to be, it will be 
‘entirely because Ribbentrop has on this occa 
sion lamentably failed to deliver the goods, 
and because the first great rift in the rickelty 
‘Axis structure has now become plain for all 
men’ to see. Indeed it will be surprising 
in the extreme if those controlling the 
Government in Tokyo cannot see the signi- 
ficance of the writing on the wall. What) 
hhas happened is merely another great pro- 
mise of ultimate victory for Great Britain and 
her Allies, and it is still believed that the 
extremists in Japan are far too wise to 
‘back the wrong horse, which they would most 
surely do if they precipitated war in the 
Pacific for the purpose of extricating Hitler 
from the muddle he has got himself into, 





KEREN AND HARAR 
March 29, 

Close on the heels of the report of ‘the 
German upset in Yugoslavia comes the news 
that the British imperial armies in north-east 
Africa have brought about the fall’ of Keren 
in Eritrea, and Harar in Abyssinia. The 
‘occupation of the former was not expected 
quite so soon, even though the British had 
been continually attacking the heights sur- 
rounding that town, from which the Italians 
‘were able to put up a very effective re- 
sistance. The Due d'Aosta, the Italian com- 
mander-in-chief in north-east Africa is esti- 
mated to have had over two hundred 
thousand men under him. Of that number 
‘between 60,000 and 70,000 men were engaged| 
Jn the defence of Keren, and, though they 
‘are admitted to have fought splendidly, they 
‘were completely outmatched by British im= 
perial troops and thoroughly defeated. ‘Much 
of that Is due to the outstanding brilliance 
of General Sir Archibald Wavell, who, follow= 
ing the capture of Sidi Barrani, was able to 
divert two forces which had captured that 
place, and transport them over 1,000 miles 
across the Sudan to Kassala whence the 
‘assault on Eritrea then begar 

‘The risks which General Wavell ran were 
big, but the result has completely Justified 
his boldness and to all intents and purposes 
the campaign in north-east Africa is draw- 
ing to a close with the destruction of the 
Halian empire. It is not expected that the 
capture of Asmara and Massawa will present 
very much difficulty. Without a doubt the 
Htalians will continue to fight desperately 
in the hope of averting the utter defeat with 
which they are faced. But British successes 
such as these involve the loss to the Italians 
‘of considerable quantities of war material 
which the Italians are unable to replace, and 
attrition as well as the fighting qualities of 
the British will undoubtedly ensure the com- 
plete elimination of the Italians. 

In the meantime the various British and 
Allied columns which are advancing into 
‘Abyssinia are also making excellent progress 
‘The capture of Harar threatens Addis Ababa’ 
communications with the sea at Jibuti, and 
though the Italians apparently intend making 
‘a stand in the Abyssinian capital, there is 
every reason’ to believe that that position 
will eventually be reduced. Indeed, it is in- 
dicated that, for all practical purposes the 
task of the British armies in Africa is almost 
‘completed, and the time is coming when they 
will become available for service in other 
theatres of war. It is thought that the 
Abyssinian patriots and the South African 
forces, which have volunteered only for 
service on the African continent, will be 
sufficient .to clean up the situation in 
Abyssinia and Eritrea, which means that the 
remainder of the spiendid British fighting 
forces, together with General Wavell will be 
able to leave Africa free to take on another 
enemy. If he and they are sooner or later 
found ‘in the Balkans, where Hitler seems 
to have been developitig an Achilles’ heel it 
will not be at all surprising. Greater as- 
sistance to. the Grecks is thus becoming 
available. The promise of help to Yugo- 
slavia, should she decide to resist German 
egeression, can also be honoured. The col 
lapse of the Ttalian defence must, therefore, 
have a very considerable effect’ upon the 
general European situation, 

Tt is naturally too early to ascertain what 
sre the repercussions of this latest defeat 
upon moral in Italy. ‘There the Italians have 
been hearing of nothing but an uninterrupted 
series of reverses. They are witnessing. the 
tearing down of their hardly acquired Em- 

















| Bulgaria. He would prefer not to do so, 
but ‘the ‘Yugoslavs have given him’ no real 


pire, ‘They know thot up to the present 
Hitler has'done nothing to help them, and 
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that any assistance he might be able to afford 
has been delayed by events in the Balkans, 
For months past it has been known that dis- 
‘content has been prevalent amongst the 
Italian masses. Attempts of the Fascists to 
drum up enthusiasm for the war have failed 
{mn the light of the reverses. which have been 
inflicted upon Italian arms. It would be 
premature to expect that Mussolini will yet 
be driven from office, but if it is found that 
the faction desirous of coming to peace with 
Great Britain and her Allies grows in strength 
during the next few weeks, that will only 
be something to be expected in view of all 
that has happened recently, Mussolini must 
be very'sorry now that he embarked on what 
he thought would be 2 short, victorious war, 
but which has been transformed into just 
that type of struggle he was so exger to 
avoid. 








A GREAT WEEK 
: ‘Mareh 31, 

Not at any time since the war commenced 
has British faith in ultimate victory over the 
‘Axis Powers been so strongly reinforced as 
it was during last week. It opened badly 
enough with the former Yugoslav Govern~ 
‘ment selling the country out to Hitler by 
signing the Tripartite Pact. There was no 
surprise that the Government as then con- 
stituted should have taken such an_action, 
‘That came when opponents of the Govern 
‘ment rallied around King Peter, and, in a 
dramatic, bloodless coup d’état established 
him onthe throne, threw the traitorous 
Government out of power, established an- 
other more representative of the will of the 
people, and rendered the adhesion to the 
Pact null and vold, so far as any immediate 
benefits Hitler may have hoped to obtain by 
it, A more startling bouleversement it is 
dimeult to conceive, and Hitler received the 
greatest diplomatic setback of the war. Com- 
ing at the moment it did, when Mr, Matsuoka 
was in Berlin to explore means of closer co- 
operation with the Rome-Berlin Axis, of, 











could not have been better timed. It may 
prove to be a decisive factor in the future 
conduct of the war, will certainly hearten 
the Greeks in their gallant struggle and en- 
courage those other peoples groaning under 
the brutal Nazi yoke. 

Hardly had the ink recording this deve~ 
lopment dried, than the fall of Keren in 
Eritrea and Harar in Abyssinia became 
known, ‘The Eritrean stronghold, where it 
was thought the Italians might be able to 
hold up the British imperial forces for a con= 
siderably longer time than’ they did, is the 
key position in the Italian colony. ‘The road 
hhas now been opened to Asmara and ultim- 
‘ately to Massawa, and the fate of this por- 
tion of the rapidly dwindling Italian Empire 
appears now to be sealed, together with the 
fate of the Italian armies stationed in north= 
‘east Africa which Mussolini cannot hope 
either to reinforee or re-victual. It seems 
to be only a matter of time, and that not 
very long, before the British armies in Africa 
will be liberated-to take on tasks elsewhere, 
for, while it now appears that some German

Libya, there is nothing to show that they are 
in anything like enough strength to cause 
General Wavell any great anxiety, ‘The 
German endeavour to make much of the xe- 
capture of the British advanced post at 
Agheila, It is only natural that they should, 
for even they are badly in need of some 
sort of success to show the world, and it can 
readily be understood, why, in their present 
dilemma, they should seck’ to persuade the 
world that the very minute gosling they have 
secured is indeed a remarkably fine swan, 

‘Then the week has to end up with a Brit 
ish-Italian naval engagement. ‘The Italian 
Aeet, with rather more courage ‘than it has 
been showing of late, ventured into the 
Tonian Sea. ‘The flect under Admiral Sir 
Andrew Cunningham was fortunate enough 
to encounter it, and though the Italian force 
‘was in considerable strength, cortainly enough 
fo venture to give batlle, it immediately 
broke up, and endeavoured ‘to avoid contact. 
In that they were not so successful as they 
have been in other instances, and some units 
were brought to action, damage being in- 
Micted upon them and probably at least’ one 
Malian warship sunk, while the First Lord 
of the Admiralty is’ reported to have re- 
‘marked “I don't think there is much left of 
their destroyers." In addition to all this, 
strong bombing raids have been taking place 
over Germany, in which very considerable 
additional damage has been done, suggesting 
that the Germans are beginning to get a 
taste of their own medicine, which will un- 
doubtedly be comforting to those in Britain 
who have stood up so well under the blows 
of the German air force, 

It is with no idea of vain glory that these 
successes are recorded. ‘They must not be 
allowed to induce complacency:which would 
be fatal at such a time as this, Rather should 
they be regarded with devout thanksgiving 
as an earnest of what will ultimately result 
a Britain and her Allies continue their 
efforts, encouraged by all that has happened, 
to bring this war to a victorious conelusion 
a5 rapidly as possible. They should be an 
incentive to new efforts everywhere in the 
Empire and wherever British subjects are to 
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‘be found, and even in Shanghai they should 
Prove an inducement (o further support of 
the various war activities. Tt has been a 
great week, and one of which Britain and 
her Allies may well be proud. 








WHAT OF RUSSIA? 


‘ March 31. 
‘The report that the Soviet Government has| 
sent congratulations to the new Yugoslav re- 
glme declaring that “the Yugoslav people: 
have again shown themselves worthy of thelr 
glorious past,” Is interesting and most im- 
portant, “It means that Moscow, signatory to 
4 non-aggression pact with Germany, and on 
terms of considerable understanding with 
her, has gone out-of its way to congratulate 
1 nation which has administered the severest 
rebuff Hitler has received diplomatically 
‘since he commenced his notorious career. It 
is not to be expected that he will do any- 
thing about it, for he is now in somewhat of 
1 quandary., ‘Pressed by Japan to use his 
influence with Russia to secure a non-aggres- 
sion pact belween the two countries, he is 
not likely to discount whatever influence he 
may possess by entering any protest against 
‘the Russian message to Belgrade, and the 
probabilities are that Hiller will have to 
swallow this very unpalatable posset, and, 
what Is more, like it, Yugoslavia is one of 
the last remaining nations in the~Balkans 
where Russian influence has some weight, and 
the action of the Yugostavs is calculated to] 
prevent the elimination of that influence, 
while the Russian congratulations may serve 
to strengthen it, 

Much depends on what happens during the 
next few days as to whether Mr. Matsuoka 
swill succeed in obtaining that non-aiggression 
‘pact with the Soviet, which the Japanese 
Government has long desired as a means of 
relieving their anxieties in the north, and 
freeing their hands for action in the’ south. 
But the’ real question which M. Stalin has 
to decide, and he has done nothing for no~ 
thing sinee the war broke out, is in what 
‘way Russia can benefit from such a pact with 
Japan, There is, of course, peace along the 
‘Manchoukuo-Siberian border to be con: 
sidered, but it is doubtful whether that is 
‘any very great benefit in view of the man~ 
ner in Which the Soviet troops have been 
‘able to hold the Japanese in the various 
incidents which have occurred at different| 
points since the commencement of hostilities 
in Chi 

Tt has been suggested that the price Japan 
‘will be required to pay will be the settle 
ment of the fisheries dispute along lines com- 
pletely favourable to Russia, and possibly the 
relinguishment of the oit production of 
Saghalien, Both would be great sacrifices 
for Japan to make. ‘The first would mean 
that Japan would probably have to pay very. 
much higher annual rentals for the right to 
fish, a serious matter In conneetion with such 
a staple article of the Japanese’ diet, while 
‘the second would deprive Japan of her 
domestic supply of oll, which, though it does 
not Vy any means go far towards fulflting 
her total needs, at least does relieve her of 
purchasing more oll abroad at a higher price. 
Apart froni that it does not appear that Mr. 
Matsuoka will have much to offer M. Stalin 
when the two men meet on his return trip 
fo Japan, and it remains to be seen whether 
German ‘Influence in the Kremlin will be 
suiMcient {o prevent the Russian ruler from 
driving uy hard a bargain as he possibly can. 

‘The fact of the matter is that a non-aggres~ 
sion pact is more necessary for Japan than 
itis for Soviot Russia. ‘The German promise 
made to Japan, when she joined the 
‘Tripartite Alliance, that pressure would be: 
brought to bear has not up to the present 
been implemented by success, and the que 
tion naturally arises is whether Hitler, re- 
maining true to form, has made no endeavour 
to honour the pledge, or whether his influence 
at Moscow is not so great as he would like 
the Japanese to believe. If Mr, Malsuoka 
yeturns to Japan without such a pact, or the 
prospect of one, Hitler will have shown him= 
self guilty of a bluff which will have failed. 
For that reason it would soem to be the 
wisest course for Mr. Matsuoka, and the 
Japanese Government to await the conclusion 
of the former’s trip and ascertain exactly 
what have been the results before making 
any commitments, for if the persuasions of 
Germany and the pleas of Japan are un- 
availing at Moscow another aspect of the 
influence of the ‘Tripartite Powers will be 
thrown up i a most interesting light, 




















BRITAIN’S STRENGTH 


Aprit 1. 

‘One of the most encouraging announce 
ments of recent months was that made by 
Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, the Commander 
in-Chiof of the British forces in the Far East, 
when he said, on, the occasion of the arrival 
of new British reinforcements in Singapore, 
that “It is a cause of considerable satisfaction 
to be able to record that the situation in other 
theatres of war is so favourable that forces 
from so far distant as the United Kingdom 
can not only be spared for service in this 
area but can be transported safely in spite 











‘of the concentrated sea and air campaign 
waged against our sea communications 
throughout the world.” Statements by’ men 
in such positions of responsibility as Sir 
Robert Brooke-Popham are not made at 
random, and there may be more than usual 
significance in his reference to “other theatres 
of war.” If this is combined with his re~ 
ference—“India and Australia. have sent 
strong forees to this area and they are con- 
inuing to play a most important part in 
the maintenance of the status quo in the Far 
East"—there can be read into his statement 
a-direet warning that Britain is prepared to 
‘oppose any sort of interference in this part 
of the world which might be directed against 
the Empire's welfare or the welfare of our 
allies. Doubtless this has not escaped the 
attention of the authorities most interested. 

It will of course be the contention of Rome 
and Berlin that nothing has happened in the 
course of this war to turn the situation so 
much in favour of Britain that we can afford 
to.send strong forces to the other side of the 
world and to minimize a threat which has 
up to now been regarded as one of life and 
death to the Empire. ‘There is no intention 
to minimize this threat. Only those who are 
wilfully. blind to the facts can, however, 
ignore that, thougly the threat may be as 
severe ‘as ever, the British Empire's ability 
{to deal with it'without fear has considerably 
increased within recent weeks. Probably the 
greatest factor in this increase in the Empire's 
power of resistance is the Lend and Lease. 
‘Act passed by the United States legislature 
nd the, mpleaions whish 1 necasarity 
brings with it. On top of this come the sl 
In the face administered to Nazi diplomacy 
by the reaffirmation of the Sovict-Turkish 
declaration of amity; the refusal of Yugoslavia 
to become a ool of Berlin, afler certain of 
her statesmen had committed the nation to 
such a course; the major defeats which have 
been inflicted upon the Italians in their 
rapidly crumbling empire; and finally the 
disastrous defeat just inflicted upon the 
Italian navy, full details of which were not 
available ai the time of writing. ‘The United 
Press, basing its estimate on the incomplete 
‘accounts of the action in the Tonian Sea which 
had reached London at the time of their 
despatch, estimated the Italian losses since 
Italy entered the war, as five battleships sunk 
‘or damaged; eight cruisers, twelve destroyers, 
three torpedo boats, and between twenty and 
thirty submarines." This estimate does not 
take into consideration the number of tran- 
sports which have been sunk within recent 
weeks, of both German and italian nation- 
ality. 

In’ addition declarations of identity of 
views have been.exehanged between Turkey 
and Britain. British troops have been able 
to land in:some force in Greece. Britain has 
prepared air bases on Greek soil. If any- 
body had prophesied last June that these 
things could happen he could have been 
regarded os a lunatic. At that time Britain 
was beleaguered. It was just after Dunkirk 
and the French surrender. Ttaly had just 
come into the war, and Mussolini's bluster 
hhad not been proved to be what it turned 
‘out—emanations from a gasbag. The switch 
from industrial production to war production 
had not been completed in the British Isles, 
‘and war production in the Empire had not 
yet had time to yet under way. No nation 
in history could have Icoked forward to any 
blacker prospect. At the present moment, 
however, Britain's war production is ex- 
pected {0 reach its peak in the early autumn. 
‘The Empire's potentialities arc seriously 
weighing down the scales against the Axis, 
‘The United States has declared her stand. 
‘The time is near when there must be a show- 
down between the so-called “invinelble” Nazi 
armies and the armies of the Allies. Yet at 
such a time, when a nervous nation might 
bbe supposed to be concentrating all its might 
fo moet this great test, Britain can afford 
fo send veterans from the British Isles to so 
distant a spot as Singapore. ‘Truly this is a 
reversal of fortune for which the Empire and 
its Allies must be thankful and at the same 
time proud.

Gayda deals with the number of British 
{imperial troops in Africa, and those he claims 
to be in the Balkans. In east Africa he says, 
300,000 British troops “thus making a total 
‘f 500,000 soldiers who have been drawn 
from England” are held there by. Halians 
in.a war theatre 1,000 miles from the British 
Isles. “He suggesis that another 150,000 
British and Australian troops have been land- 
‘ed in Grecce, oF stationed in Crete giving 
the impression that 650,000 men are in the 
Mediterranean theatre of war, together with 
the Free French ond Belgians “who have 
rallied fo the common cause. ‘Then he pro- 
ceeds fo conclude that: 

“Thus Italy's task in the Axis war Is to 
engage a. maximum number of the enemy's 
Imperial’ forees, nd "wear them out to. the 
areatest possible ‘extent. Hence. all military 
Snd naval forces which Italy. dravts” against 
her are aiverted from the defence of the 
British Isles and from the. protection of AL 
lontle convoys, which are. necessary. {oF 
British arms ahd supplies. This. is the posi- 
tive and permanent value of laly's task, In 
the face of which temporary loss of African 
ferritory ‘only serves continually to weaken 
the enemy. 

If the Australian troops ever have an 
‘opportunity of reading those words they will 
probably remark that, after all, thelr’ nick 
ame for Mussolini of the Wizard of Oz is 
just about as appropriate as it could possibly 
be. “He appears, according to his mouthpiece, 
which is obviously controlled by the mar- 
vellous Casarean brain, to have developed 
an entirely novel form of negative warfare 
in which continual defeats are contributing 
to ultimate victory. Viewed in. that light 
the brilliant British naval vietory in the Medi-

‘Then of course there is the weakening 
cffect of the Italian defeats in Africa to be 
considered. Imagine: the. reduction. of the 
British forces by detaching sufflctent 
troops to garner and guard their Italian 
prisoners.. Consider for. one moment. the 
masterly genius which is thus ‘carrying on

U.S. Marines Active in Their Sector ; Russian 
Watchman at Canidrome Among Victims 


Shanghai, Mar. 26. 


BENT on preventing any repetition of bombing outrages in the 
International Settlement and French Concession, the authori- 
ties of the two foreign areas reinforced the protectin of all 
Chungking and Nanking banks here yesterday, while U.S. Marines 
and members of the Russian Auxiliary Detachment of the Shanghai 
Municipal Police patrolled the streets from early morning. 


‘Tho Marine Sector, west of Yu Ya| 
Ching ‘Road, resembled’ an armed 
camp. yesterday as members of the 
Corps Were seen in the streets, either 
patrolling the thoroughfares of keop- 
Ing guard over various buildings. in| 
the district, ‘The Central District, 
where the majority of Chinese banks 
fare situated, was well guarded by 
members ot'the Shanghai Municipal 
Pollee and Russian Auxiliary Detach- 
ment, ‘These guards were detatied 
even to the former premises of the 
Bank of Communications, at the 
corner of the Bund and’ Hankow 
Road, now occupied by the Japanese. 
‘The Central Reserve Bank, establish= 
‘ed by Nanking at 15 the ‘Bund, was 
fone of the strongest guarded,” with 
two ‘Russians and several Chinese 
policemen, in addition to the bank 
guards, The latter were seen at the 
fide entrance with mausers in hand 
or stuck behind their belts, 


Guards Posted 


‘The China Motors, scene of one of 
‘Monday's bombing outrages, had. its| 
‘front closed by boards, ‘the rear 
part of the bullding was guarded by 
U, 8, Marines, ‘The other branch of 
the Central Bank of China, at the 
Canidrome, was also guarded,

One foreigner, it was learned yes- 
terday, was injured in the explosion 
at the ‘Canidrome, ‘The man in ques~ 
tion is Mi, A. vA, Plear, a Russian 
‘employed ‘as ‘a ‘watchrian of the 
Gontral Bank of China, Ho was on 
the premises when the bomb went 
off and was hit in the log by a flying 
brick, His injury was not considered 
serious at the Russian Hospital, where 
hhe was given treatment, 

Some ditteen shots were fred by the| 
three Russian. watchmen employed by:

‘Three Chinese members of the 
‘Shanghai Municipal Police, Chu Sul- 
chun (C.P.C. 424), Chen ‘Chia-hung 
(CPC, 1896), and Chen “Ching-pa 
(CPC. 1945), have been awarded the 
Poilce Distinguished Conduct Medal, 
Class 11, The first named was de- 
corated for showing courage, quick 
thinking and determination “in the 
face of danger, resulting in his 
wounding and capturing an armed 
criminal. The other two received the 
awards for courage, tenacity and de- 
votion to duly in’ tackling and ar- 
resting an armed criminal after 0 
gun battle, 

‘The award of the medais, endorsed 
by the Commissioner of Police and 
unanimously ‘recommended by. the 
Permanent Awards Board, has been 
‘approved by the Munielpa Counell. » 

‘The circumstances leading to: thé 
arrest of the armed criminals are 
deseribed below:— 

At 1020 asm, on December 21, 1940 
‘about 10 male Chinese, three of whom, 
were armed with pistols, held up and 
robbed the inmates of No. 973, Klu- 
Kiang Road, ‘The alarm by an Inmate 
caused the robbers to decamp with 
only. $250. in eash and. jewellery 
valued at $50. A female inmate fol- 
Jowed them and pursued them north 
along Shanse Road, C.P.C. 2257 on 
duty" atthe Nanking Hotel, 200 
Shanse Road, responded to this alarm 
and saw two male Chinese break 
into a run, and turn west into ‘Tien- 
{sin Road,” He gave chase and after 
chasing the men for about 800 yards, 
‘one of them turned and fired 9 shot 
at the CPC, who after running a 
few more yards replied. to the robe 
‘bers’ fire with one shot. ‘The C.P.C. 
‘was then unfortunate to trip and fall 
and by the time he hod risen the 
robbers wore lost to sight. After a 
few moments fruitless enquiries in 
the vicinity the C.P.C. brought the 
female to the Station, 


Chase on Fokien Road 


Im the meantime the robber in 
continuing his cseape passed CPC. 
466 ‘on “duty. outside ‘of the Post 
Office, 424 Fokien Toad, who seeing 
the robber running, challenged. him 
and us he failed to slop, started in 
pursuit. “The chase continued along 
Fokien Rond, west along Ningpo Road 
and south along Cheklang Road. On 
Feaching Ningpo and Chekiang Roads 
comer, CP.C. 424 on duty thereat 
hheard ‘the commotion and” saw. the 
robber running, and was informed by 
E.G. 1100" that the man Was a robe 
‘ber, took up the chase. A few yards 
further’ on, the robber, ‘being “elese 
pressed by CPC. 424, pointed his 
Pistol at him, whereupon’ C.P.C. 424 
pened fire, ftiny two shots, ringing 
the Fabber to the ground, ond cffect= 
ced his arrest. One 38 automatic 
Pistol, with two rounds in the mag 
Zine and one jammed in the breech, 
‘was seized, 

‘At 305 pm. on January 2 104%, 
CPCs 1006 and 1045 were on patrol 
on Ferry Road near ‘Robison ‘Road, 
‘when they were’ Informed by’ a Chie 
hese’ that” he tad been held up by 
{wo men (one armed) and robbed of 
Ils overcoat. This, "man. further 
stated that he had followed tho arm- 
fed man and that he’ was at that mo- 
mont» walking south along Ferry 
Road, ‘Led by the complainant, the 
two CPCs gave chase and. when 
near the corner of Mapai Toad, the 
‘man pointed out the robber. CP. 
1006 “immediately: closed inn’ the 
robber, and selzed him from the rear, 
by pulting ‘both armed “around. the 
robber's ‘waist, At the same. time, 
GPG. 1045 ordered the robber not 
to move, 


C.P.O, Slightly Woundea 


Instead of obeying, the robber, of 
very strong build, resisted and sue~ 
ceeded in pulling a pistol from under 
hig Jocket and firing ono shot, ‘This 
shot slightly wounded the palm of 
CPC. 1896 but he continued to hold 
the man. The robber then swung 
hhis gun around and attempted to fire 
at GPC, 1945, but the latter was 
Quicker and fired three shots into the 
Fobber's body and seized the hand in 
which the robber was still holding 
the gun. The robber stumbled to his 
knees but attompted to arise agai 
and as, he had succeeded in keeping 
Possession of the pistol, the C.P.C. 
each fired a shot at him. The robber 
then collapsed on the ground and 
CPC. 1945 took the gin from his

You would think, therefore, that| 
anybody trying to decrease his home 
consumption of gas is doing exactly!

Co, want him to do. That is what 
I have thought. anyway, but I have 
been greatly mistaken’ as appears 
from. the gas bill T have received 
today. I find myself charged with a! 
“Minimum charge for gas payable 
by all consumers of less than 150 
units a month” as a punishment for 
having used only 190 units during 
the last 28 days. The total of the bill 
amounts to $1625, which docs not 
seem to be so terribly low for a lone 
bachelor’s onesman household. Any- 
way, T have been fined §210 to be 
ald’ for 20 units of gas consumption | 
which I have been silly enough to 
‘economize instead of consuming them.

10,000 Fire Bombs 


Rained on Berlin 


London, Mar. 25, 

‘Ton thousand incendiary bombs 
were dropped on Berlin by British 
bombers on Sunday night, it was 
earned last night. Polish crews 
participated in the raid.

On their way back from Berlin,

“Reports were received that a 
convoy of four French  merchant~ 
men, cxcorted by a French destroyer, 
were due to pass the Straits of 
Gibraltar,” declares the _communl-.

for ‘the intervention of the convoy, 
which carried important war mas 
terial for Germany, 

“The convay proceeded through 
the Straits in Spanish territorial 
waters, Our forces caught up with 
the French ships after they left 
Spanish waters and called on them 
to stop in order that a search might 
be carried out, 

Shore Batteries Fire 

“French shore batteries inthe 
vicinity then opened fire _notwith= 
standing that our ships were merely 
engaged in the exercise of thelr 
legitimate | belli His 
‘Majesty's ships were competed to 
reply, and hits were observed on 
the shore batteries, 

“In view of the action taken by 
the French batteries, our warships 
would have been fully justified In 
firing on the French. merchantships, 
but in the interests of humanity did 
not. and the merchantships succeeded 
in ‘entering the nearby port of 
Nemours," 

It is revealed in London that at 
east one of the four French ships 
challenged by the British was carcy- 
ing a cargo of rubber, and Ger- 
many is vory short of rubber,

When ‘Senator J. ‘W. Bailey of North

both in Congress and throughout the country 
hhad often appeared to be.one between those 
who believed in “peace at any price” and 
those who believed in “war under no elr~ 
‘cumstances.’ Between the two positions there 
was on the surface little. to choose for if 
the United States proclaimed in advance that 
the first consideration would always be to 
Keep out of war her ability to aid Britain 
was narrowly limited. (Mr. Roosevelt last 
‘week signed the Bill for appropriating the 
necessary funds—Ed.) 

‘Even ‘the former ‘Ambassador to France, 
‘Me. William Bullitt, who had watched the 
Germans enter his ‘beloved Paris and had 
heen the foremost advocate of all out aid 
for Britain told the House Foreign Aftairs 
Committee, “We are determined not to be 
drawn into this war. We leave out of the 
discussion therefore the policy of going to 
war although we know that the most cer= 
tain way to insure against the risk of British 
defeat would be for us to go to war. We 
set two limits on our support of Great Britain 
—fst we will not declare war; second we 
‘will not ourselves initiate military or naval 
hostilities.” ‘The determination “not to be 
‘drawn Into this war" gradually changed as 
the debate on the Lending Bill proceeded 
nto a recognition that if a choice had to be 
made between getting drawn into war and 
ceasing ald to Britain then for America’s sale 
and for the sake of future generations of 
America’s the choice would be war rather 
‘than an end of aid. The best way to keep 
‘out of war, the course which would involve 
east risk of war, was to see that Britain 
‘was strong enough'to keep the Axis powers at 
a distance. ‘The best course after that to 
‘assure “American defence was, if Britain 
seemed Ukely to fall, to come to her as- 
sistance. This second possibility however is 
‘one which most Americans do not as. yet 
ike to face squarely, But only a short time 
ayo no American liked to admit that Britain 
‘was fighting his battle, she might be fighting 
for her own existence and for the safety of 
her Empire, but the war was stilt Europe's 
war and its outcome would make little differ= 
cence to the United States though her emo- 
tional sympathies were with England, 

‘The BIN was passed owing to an upsurging 
of sentiment for Britain of which the hard 
‘core’ was a realization that the consequences 
of British defeat would be, disastrous for the 
United States. Mr. Bullitt’s summary of the 
position in his statement to the House Foreign 
‘Affairs Committee is brief enough to quote— 
“It is entirely certain that the shipbuilding 
facilities in the hands of the totalitarian 
Gictators would be at Teast four times as 
‘aveat os our shipbuilding facilities and what 
we had planned to be a two-ocean navy 
would turn out to be a one-ocean navy after 
all, “A. Japanese iron ring round Asia and 
‘Australasia and a German fron ring round 
‘Aftiea and Europe, including Great Britain 
‘and Ireland would cut us off from trade 
with 0 great a portion of the earth that 
we, in a mutilated stump of the Western 
Hemisphere, would be thrown into economic 
disorder...,and we should have to try to 
support ‘with our erippled economic system 
armaments colossal enough to resist the whole 
world 

‘The Lending Bill marked the third stage 
in American wartime policy and also the 
third stage in American opinion about the 
war, The changes in opinion were indiffer- 
ence over the outcome, the realization that 
American hopes for the future were bound 
‘up with British victory and finally the inten= 
sification of this feeling till little emphasis 
‘was placed on “short of war" and the motority 
of the country began to believe even if they 
did not state that the ald should be granted 
short of nothing. ‘The changes in policy cor- 
responding, to these changes in opinion were 
striet neutrality on the part of President and 
Congress, support for the Allies by the Pre~ 
sident ond finally with the Lending Bill 
support for the Allies by both President and 
Congress. 

‘The essential fact now is that, American 
opinion has begun to believe in “all aid to 
Britain irrespective of the consequences” and 
‘that Congress by a substantial majority has 
reversed its former policy of neutrality and 
impartiality and has aligned itself with the 
President “in opposition to one group of 
velligerents, the Axis powers. It has more- 
‘ever taken’ this step in the nick of time 
for the President had reached the end of 
































Constitutional authority. His powers 
Chief Executive and as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy granted by the Con- | 
stitution gave him no authority over the 

purse. It had -become a question of cash 

‘expenditure and Congress under the Constitu~ 

tion alone could assign the necessary funds. 


‘There are some post war policies, which 
must be set aside at once as impractical if 
‘lose collaboration between England and the 
United States is to continue. It is useless 
{o think of the future in terms of Federal 
Union. If the United States refused to join’ 
the League of Nations because she feared it 
‘would diminish her sovereignty she is, not 
Iikely despite all changes in opinion since 
Versailles that she will agree to form part 
of a more rigid organization. ‘The pattern| 
fof American co-operation in’ the post_war 
Wworld Is to be found in her Pan-American 
felations. ‘The 21 republics of the Western 
Hemisphere are loosely associated in an or- 
ffanization of which the chief elements are 
2 periodic conference between foreign| 
ministers, a permanent secretariat situated in 
Washington, called a litle misleadingly “The 
Pan American Union" and a comm: 
fence to a mutually accepted code of inter 
national lav, Tt may not seem adequate but 
as its defenders point out the British Empire 
manages very, well with even less organtza- 
tion. 

"American economic policy after the war 
as Secretary Hull has frequently declared 
‘will be based on the principles of his trade 
agreement programme, io say un 
Testricted unregulated trade between in- 
Gependent nations. It may not be possible! 
to pass immediately from wartime control to 
this type of trade but it will be the ultimate| 
goal of American policy. A minority group 
{n the New Deal have always objected to the 
Secretary's trade policy. ‘They hope to find 
support among the Left wing theorists of the| 
‘British Labour party. ‘They have even, with 
complete disregard for the embarrassment| 
ie'might cause the gentlemen in question, 
proclaimed the appointment of Mr. John 
Winant as Ambassador and of Mr. Benjamin| 
Cohen as his legal adviser to be a triumph! 
for thelr point of view. 

‘A back-stairs intrigue took place in which 
the leading Agures were Mr, Harold Last 
in England and Mr. Justice Frankfurter in 
Washington according to this view in order 
that the two minority elements which they 
Feptesent could work in harmony and against 
the economic views of the majority repre- 
sented by. Secretary Hull and Mx. Churehill, 
Tt is perfectly true that Mr. Justice Frank~ 
furter does not observe that aloofness from 
political strife which is often felt to be appro 
priate for the Courts and by so doing has 
et aside any ambitions he may have bad of 
succeeding Mr. Charles Evans Hughes ‘as 
Chiof Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court, But the suggestion that the new 
‘American Ambassador would in effect be: 
accredited by an American minority to a! 
British minority is one which President 
Roosevelt condemned, chiding those reporters 
who had given it currency at one of his| 
press conferences. ‘The new American Am~ 
bassador represents the whole United States 
to the whole of Great Britain.

‘The most common Kite in 
India ls properly called the Pariah Kite, but 
Is locally ‘known by such names as “Chil.” or 
"Mallagedda"—or what you will; and such a 
bird would probably be the nearest in appear. 
ance to our Black-eared Kite: but there. is. 
jother Indian bird, rather like our bird, éx- 
feept that it has a whitish head and neck, 
falled the Brahminy Kite; hence, many of 
our ‘early settlers (possibly with Poonah ac. 
cents) began to call this a Bromley Kite: ac- 
tually there is no such bird as a Bromley Kite 
s.-but it reminded many of them of the early 
morning train to Liverpool Street, so the name 
hhas stuck. And I’ can only repeat, that a 
“Bromley Kite” is a veritable Mrs. ‘Ariss of 
the bird world. The next thought conveyed to 
me by this weary wandering bird, is that even 
the largest and clumsiest of the feathered kind 
‘can have appealing voices. The Kite is usually 
SHlent; but when It starts Its mating call it 
ives ‘one of the welrdest, most stirring eries 
of a soul in pain...a ery which would pat to 
shame the efforts of the whole female chorus 
of “Rose-Marie” when giving the Indian love~ 
feall...and I can't say more thon that.

‘Shell burst in our midst was buried by Mar- 
quess  Hachisuke, 
ornithologist who’ has been making a revised 
lst of the birds of Hainan as a result 
of the occupation of that island by 
the Imperial Japanese ‘Navy. “In studying 
the Rufous-backed Shrike from Hainan” he 
says, “I have found it necessary to name the 
‘Yangteze valley birds, which I propose to call 
-Lanius schach tingulacus...2 new  sub- 
Species.” This has proved a considerable shock 
to me for I have, in company with my elders 
‘and betters In generations past, called our Red- 
backed Shrike Lenius shach shach. To be really 
securate I should say that Pere David, Styan 
and other experts whom I have followed called 
the bird only Lanius schach (missing out the 
‘second schach because they did not then ro- 
ognize the vsystem of naminig sub-species) : 
but T now feel certain from delalls supplied to 
me by Mr. A. de C. Sowerby, from his collec. 
ton, that it was a genuine mistake to call our 
local Shrike “schach schach” instead of giving 
‘him a sub-specific name to note that he is not 
the same dark, richly coloured, bird as the 
Red-backed Shrike of South China. But 1 fell 
Into another pit digged for me by the excellent 
Pére David: "he in his day had seen lghter 
coloured birds, just as I have done, and called 





‘adher-| them Lanius tephronotus, stating’ that such 


birds were fo be seen in Shanghai: I went to 
the British Museum in London, saw skins of 
that bird, and took them to be specimens of 
the many’ “light coloured” Shrikes to be found 
In Shanghal: hence, having carefully measured 
the skins, I Included them in my “Shanghat 
Birds" “Under the name of “grey-backed 
Shrikes" Now have learned that our local 
Shrikes are paler than the pure Red-backed 
Shrike: that they vary considerably: that 
Lanius tephronotus is not a Shanghal bird: that 
‘our bird’ must in future be labelled Lantus 
schach Ungulacus. So T take off my hat to the 
‘Marquess and repeat that I am no ornithologist.

Marclr 22—A somewhat, belated “Illustrated 
London News” brings sad tidings concerning 
Falcons in England; for the order has" gone 
forth that “all peregrines found haunting or 
breeding throughout the coastal area of England

ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


March 20—The Golden Bell (Forsythia viri. 
dissima) is a mass of owers these days, the 
warm weather recently experienced has’ en- 
couraged these freefowering ornamental 
shrubs to bloom and gardens that were still 
“asleep” last week are now a blaze of colour. 
‘The above-named species and also F. suspense 
bear dowers in profusion along their slender 
slems and as they grow with little care, they 
‘are ideal for planting av facer shrubs. They may 
also be used for training up pillars or over 
arbours and a more decorative early flowering 
plant for this work would be difficult to 
find. The stems have a habit of rooting if they 
are permitted to touch the ground and a single 
plant soon becomes a group after a few years. 
We noticed a few shrubs in the Autumn that 
hhad emitted bunches of roots from every node 
‘along the stems, the roots looked dry and 
shrivelied, but they quickly showed signs. of 
life when placed in soll and numerous tiny 
plants are now thriving. The forsythia is a 
native of China and it was named after William 
Forsyth who was the Director of the Royal 
Garden at Kensington in 1600. It Is a member 
of the Lilac family (Oleacea). Writing of 
this family reminds us of another member 
‘about which we were asked a few questions 
Fecently: we were asked the name of the 
ghrub that Is used extensively by Chinese In 
{the country for fencing purposes. The plant is 
Fontanesia’ Fortunei: “this shrub has slender 
stems that are easily bent over and tled down 
to form fences. During the Summer, young 
growths are produced in profusion and a thick 
hedge is soon obtained. many of these growths 
fare removed in the late Autumn: but sufictont 
are left to tie down, with the result that after 
A few years the hedee.fence is practically im. 
penetrable during the Winter also. Its chief 
Advantages over the ubiquitous bamboo fence 
Is the fact that it is never stolen for fuel and 
that maintenance costs are negligible—w.2.x. 
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me of an incident which occurred many years 
‘ago off the coast of Japan, this story being told 
me by an eye-witness shortly after the event.

March 22—We were in a Bubbling Well 
Road garden today ond saw a planting com- 
‘bination that was charming and worthy of 
‘mention, While and purple crocuy flowers liter 
ally covered the grass slopes of a bank planted 
‘with the pink and salmon shades of the Dower- 
Ing Quince while many blooms were open in 
the clumps of “Flag” Iris, The effect was, very. 
decorative and {t would ‘please even the most 
fastidious amongst local “horticulturists. ‘The 
[scarlet Cydonia is more striking than the 
salmon variety; but a shrub of the latter in 
full flower is very: lovely and the flowers ap- 
pear so delicate: we can imagine It being a 
fBreat favourite with the ladies, for m branch 
must look charming In a vase; we have never 
{ried it as a cut flower, however, for we are 
too fond of it in the garden to cut a stem in 
full flower. We thought it was rather early for 
the ordinary “Flag” Iris to be. opening its 
flowers, the plants were on the south side of 
‘a mound, but the location wag not sheltered by 
‘any means. We were also admiring another 
colour scheme today: this was in the garden 
in the Holly Heath estate where we have found 
80 many plants not seen in other local gardens. 
Ranunculus and Anemones predominated in this 
‘combination, while the Autumn-blooming Irs 
Added a touch of blue to the pleture. The dis- 
play was very charming. There are many Irie 
enthusiasts Jn this elty and we wonder whe 
ther any of them ‘have grown the Autumn. 
blooming “Flag.” Tt is a most useful member 
of the "Rainbow" family, the beauty of which 
{s proverblal. The plants at present In flower 
were referred to in these notes on November 
8 and again on December 15 and, in our opin~ 
Jon, a plant that will produce beautiful flow. 
ers’ in November and December and again in 
March is worth growing in any garden, We 
found another “new” plant in this outof.thee 
ordinary garden: it was the black Calia Lily 
(Arum paleéstinum) a native of Palestine that 
ls grown chiefly as an oddity. Tt was lowering 
‘along with Schizanthlus, Camellias, a beautiful 
JAzalea, Bougainvilleas,’' Poinsettia and many 
other plants. Good Friday 1s considered to be 
potato-planting day in many parts of Englan 
Dut here we have to be on the job a little 
earlier: seed is being planted ail over the 
place these days and Daffodils are flowering in 
Profusion in many gardens. ‘These must be 
somewhat earlier than usual, for Baster Sunday

25—I notice that the so-called Chinese 
A are starting into growth, many of the 
trees on our roads appear quite groen at pre- 
sent: on looking over my notes, T find that the 
trees are coming into leat about ten days ear- 
Mer ‘than they did in 1940, There is some ex- 
use for the early residenis in this city giving 
the treca thelr common name for thera tg a 
resemblance en the tree and the real Ash 
(Fraxinus) when it Is in leaf; when in fruit, 
however, the trees are easily distinguished. The 
[Pterocarya, our so-called Ash, has double 
winged fruit, whereas the real’ ash produces 
fruit with only one wing, The trees belong to 
different families, but the mandinthe-strect 
does not worry himsolf with such matters. The 
Mlac is commencing to flower and we can Iook 
forward to a display of bloom in our gardens 
next week. All lilacs purchased locally aro 
grafted on to the common privet, stemy of the 
latter plant being severed about four feet above 
ground Jevel and short lengths of Illac stems 
fare grafted on top, This practice has been the 
jeause of much worry in many gardens: we 
have often found shrubs that have been 
neglected, with a result that the privet has been 
permitted to grow from dormant 2 
situated below the graft, The privet grows 
|Mke a common plant can do and the stems 
‘consume all the food that should go to feed 
the lilac. It does not take many years for the 
‘ila to die of starvation and then we find 
that we privet tree in the prominent 
position that we took such pains to choose for 
our more expensive and much more decora- 
tive line a few years ago. The two trees are 
members of the same family, but it is easy to 
distinguish one from the other: if any find it 
diflcult to identify the plants, they will do 
no harm if they remove all stems found grow. 
jing from below the swollen section of the maln 
‘stem which is the place where the grafts were 
‘Inserted In the nursery. Any stem below that 
point must be a privet, while all above must. 
be considered to be true lilac growths. The 
practice of grafting lilac on to privet is not 
jeonfined to this country, the work ts often 
‘carried out in England; but it is not recom. 
mended there owing to the fact that grafted 
plants often decay after a few years. Prom 
Pagation by cuttings is the method generally 

lopted: the q sare, 
‘adopted: the better varieties are, however, 
often grafted on the more common kinds. In 
England, the shrub is at its best from Easter 
juntil Whitsuntide; but we are not able to 
‘enjoy such a long season here, The generic 
name of the lilac is Syringa and this causes 
some confusion owing to it being one of the
